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Drydocks Finish Big Year; 
Expands Facilities For 
Ship Overhaul and Repair 


Almost doubling its working force during 1944, the U.S... 
Naval Drydocks at Hunter’s Point is continuing its expan- 


sion program during 1945. 


In January 1944, there were 8,219 employees at the 
Drydocks, according to the Navy, as against 15,012 today, 
an increase of 6,793 during the year. These workers were 
recruited by the Civil Service Commission from all parts 


of the country. 
- To provide housing for this in-¢ 


creased number, many new hous- 
ing.units at Hunter’s Point were 
completed, among them Ridge 
Point, Wisconsin War Dwellings, 
Double Rock Annex, Middle Point 
Annex, and South Basin is now be- 
ing finished. 

At the Yard itself, ‘icas new 
drydocks have been completed and 
berthing space has been enlarged 
by 3,250 feet. More than three miles 
of railroad and.crane tracks have 
been added and many new build- 
ings have been completed as well 
ag additions to old buildings. 


Accomplishments of the Yard it- 


self in overhauling and , repairing 
battle-damaged ships have been re- 
sponsible, in large measure, for 
the many successes of the Navy 
in the South- Pacific. 
year, 82 battleships, carriers, de- 


stroyers, submarines, and auxili- 
aries have been overhauled or re- 
' paired. 


Under the command of Captain 
N. L. Rawlings, the achievements 
of the Navy at the Yard, have been 
truly remarkable. Organized plan- 
ning at Hunter’s Point is not only 
increasing the number of ships re- 
paired but is bringing about im- 
proved working and living condi- 
tions at the Point.

South Basin War Dwellings al- 
ready have 84 tenants, and addi- 
tional families are coming to South 
Basin as fast as these demounta- 
ble buildings are finished. 

Streets are being paved, but pro- 
gress is dependent on pene wea- 
ther. 

The next group of 93. ‘buildings 
are ready, but Occupancy awaits 
completion of paving, according to 
Fred Threefoot, manager. 

Many of the new tenants have 
expressed their liking for the de- 
mountable homes, as they are de- 
tached and thus insure more pri- 
vavy than the multiple-home dwell- 
ings.

These plac- 
es, as well as housefronts, should 
be swept regularly. 

It has been reported that lights 
in entrance halls are left burning 
all day. Lights should be exting- 
uished in the morning. 

In the dormitories tenants have 
been reported throwing empty bot- 
tles and refuse out of the windows.
